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Toy Collecting: The Art and the Appeal 


by Stephen Fletcher 


Toys. Whether simple or complex, homemade or manufactured, all of us have 
played with toys. They are an integral part of growing up: sparking the imagination, 
challenging the intellect, and often forming the basis of our first social interaction. 
Who of us could imagine as we grew up that our playthings (and those of our 
parents) would be among the valued collectibles of the 1990s? 

American toys made before the 1840s are characterized by simple construction and 
naive decoration. By today's standards they are folk art and are collected as such by many inter- 
ested in Americana. Children played with rocking horses, Noah’s arks, and dolls which were 
not mass produced, but rather individual objects created for their amusement. 

The development of toy factories in the mid 19th century revolutionized the toy industry 
in this country. While strongly influenced by the European toy market, American factories began to develop their 
___ own, uniquely American playthings. Tinsmiths produced simple pull toys, and a variety of other 
f<.\ Vehicles ranging from horse drawn carriages to boats to clockwork floor trains. Production of wood 
es) and lithographed paper games, puzzles, doll houses, and building and alphabet blocks also grew 
Ea, steadily. 

% The last quarter of the 19th century saw an increasing growth and diversity in toy man- 
ufacture which paralleled the growth of other industries in this country. The introduction of 
the U S. Patent Office spurred competition among the designers of mechanical toys with 
complex mechanisms, cast iron toys, and mechanical banks. 
The 20th century ushered in the age of transportation, political and social cartoons, 
eee, radio communication and World Wars. Designed and manufactured by adults, toys continued to 
Fig. 2 reflect the economic, historic, political and social changes that occurred. From Mickey Mouse to 
~~ Monopoly, from teddy bears to tanks, and from Betty Boop to Barbie, toys still reflect the changing 
world around them. 

Why do people collect these toys? Certainly nostalgia motivates many collectors, notes Bob Jackman, art 
and antiques journalist, adding that for many, "toys are a touchstone to their childhood." Who among us has not 
reminisced about the past, a childhood memory, or a treasured toy? Given the chance, many seize the opportunity 
to re-acquire an old "friend" and with this decision the collector's search begins. 

Collecting is a complex process. Inspiration, education, and a dose of aggravation are all involved. How 
does one become a knowledgeable collector? It may seem overwhelming at first to differentiate between the com- 
mon and the rare, to know what is unusual and what is not. While toy collecting is not as well documented as 
other fields, there are books to consult, fascimiles of original manufacturer's catalogues reproduced, and pub- 
lished auction results which may be referenced. It is far more instructive to frequent yard sales and flea markets, 
toy shows and auctions, where one can personally handle antique toys. Caveat emptor applies: there is often no 
guarantee of a toy's authenticity at these venues. Talk to collectors and dealers. Join antique toy clubs. Meet with 
dealers and fellow collectors to share information. Learn from the experience of others. See what others collect. Be 
an informed buyer. 

As in any other area, there are certain fundamental rules to collecting toys. First, learn to collect for con- 
dition. Condition is all important. Sometimes the difference between good and "mint" condition can mean a dif- 
ference in value of thousands of dollars. For example, a cast iron educational toy called The Alphabet Man (made 
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c, 1884) in fair condition with paint loss to the face recently sold for $23,575. In excellent condition, however, the 
same toy with minimal paint loss sold for $60,500. Second, while at first it may seem superfluous, the original box 
for a toy can add as much as 50% to the value of a toy, notes Andy Ourant, specialist at Skinner's department of 
Toys, Dolls and Games. Third, consider the rarity of the toy. Rarity alone does not guar- 
antee value, but is an important factor in determining value. Visual appeal often 
dictates the marketability of a toy. Says Ourant, "The better a toy looks, the more 
its appeal, the greater its value." 

Be wary of appearances, however. As in any area of collecting there 
are pitfalls to avoid. Reproductions of toys abound and can be deceiving, so it 
is important to learn to discriminate. For example, American cast iron mechan- 
ical banks produced at the turn of the century are highly collectible and have 
been for several decades. The banks were considered so desirable that reproductions 
have proliferated since the 1930s. These reproductions, themselves, have even become moder- 
ately collectible objects. Restoration is also a factor to be considered in the evaluation of toys. In some instances, it 
is necessary to replace parts and restore a toy in order to display it; but, while repairs may enhance a toy's visual 
appeal, restoration does not increase value substantially and may even decrease it. 

As the collector matures, goals may change, and the reasons for collecting may change. The goal may no 
longer be to acquire in a given category of toy, but to upgrade the current collection. The seasoned collector 
develops a more refined approach to the market and may, for example, search for rare variations in common toys. 
Some collectors acquire less as time passes, others explore new areas. The market offers almost limitless options. 

Toy collecting has enjoyed rising popularity in the last fifty years. With heightened interest, the market 
has expanded to include toys from the 1950s and 1960s, as well as the antique. The value of these and other 
modern toys has increased to a level where they rival the antique collectibles of past years. Antique cast iron banks 
have enjoyed a steadily increasing market as Star Wars, Pez dispensers and Barbie products have soared in 
popularity in the last decade. Whether toy collectors are motivated by investment or nostalgia, the market will 
only continue to grow.

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Doll Houses: Sharing Historic Preservation and Family History

My interest in Old Toys began in childhood when, on special days, I was 
invited to play with carefully cared-for antique family toys: a wax doll accom- 
panied by her trunk and extensive wardrobe; intricate sets of stone Anchor 
Blocks; and a wonderful doll's house, still inhabited by its original family and 
their furnishings, were among my favorites. Taught to handle them carefully, 
and ever respectful of their age and meaning for my mother and grandparents, 
I came to love them for their charm, and to respect them for their historic 
significance. 

Years later, when I began a personal collection of dolls' houses, I decided 
to try to find a miniature house that would represent each major architectural 
and decorative period in the United States from the seventeenth to the twenti- 
eth century, and to gather small families to inhabit them, who would model 
family life throughout these same periods. 

As the collection grew, anyone passing was treated to a visual voyage" 
through the centuries; fashions, inventions, and daily pursuits, combined with the architectural and decorative 
periods presented each viewer with what Flora Gill Jacobs, noted miniature authority, declared a delightful source 
of "historic preservation in miniature!’ 

Perhaps one of the most important things which | valued, being a teacher, was that when people of differ- 
ent ages came to see them, they not only interacted with the tiny houses, but also shared information and experi- 
ences about their homes and lifestyles with each other. Especially wonderful was the sharing between different 
generations, such as a child and grandparent; historic preservation and family history combined! 

These dolls’ houses are a fitting tribute to the Peabody Essex Museum's 24th Annual Antiques Show 
theme of "Old Toys and Games"; not only wonderful simply in their own right, but also for their history and 
meaning for the people who created and used them, as well as the people who cherish and purchase them for their 
homes today. 

Constance King, author of the Collector's History Of Doll's Houses, tells us "that the subject of European 
and American dolls' houses might immediately be considered as another aspect of the history of antique toys, but 
it is rather the development of adult fascination with the miniature that seems, at certain periods, also to have 
encouraged the toymakers to create good quality miniatures for children. This curious interrelation between adult 
amusement and child's plaything characterizes the entire history of miniatures." 

A close-to-home illustration of this very interrelationship is the 1852 Warren Doll House in the Peabody 
Essex Museum collection. Annie Crowninshield Warren had Salem cabinetmaker, Israel Fellows, build it for her 
daughters, even copying the library from their family home. She, herself, stitched the Aubusson rug and embroi- 
dered fire screen. One of the finest of American dolls' houses, it represents a mid-nineteenth century merchant's 
townhouse and lifestyle, and is included by Flora Gill Jacobs and Constance King in their respective books. 

The early dolls' houses originated in similar fashion, either being home-built or contracted from craftspeo- 
ple such as cabinetmakers. About two years before Mrs. Warren was supervising the building of her doll's house, a 
sea captain's family in Swansea, Massachusetts was creating for their daughters a copy of their 1820, late Federal 
period home. When completed this doll’s house, like the Warren house, was a typical "New England 
Cupboard-style House", with the front left open. Believed to have been built in 1850, it was purchased in the 1970s 
from the Captain's descendants, who were still living in the original home set among the fields in its country set- 
ting. 

Despite having spent several years in their chicken coop, the original exterior paint as well as the trompe 
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l'oeil interior touches to doors and fireplaces were amazingly still intact, and the house only needed restoration 
wall papers, which were done by Anne Timpson, a well-known miniature authority. 

On exhibit at this year's Antiques Show, it is furnished with a combination of antique and period minia- 
tures by the finest contemporary craftspeople working today. The house reflects the late Federal period with China 
trade porcelain, oriental and French carpets, Chippendale and Federal style furniture, and accessories such as the 
knifebox, fire screen, and mirrors. The Chippendale-style dining room furniture is believed to be a British trades- 
man's sample; the parlor set, with the exception of the harpsichord, is German, made by Kestner for the export toy 
trade. 

The Family scene, with dolls by contemporary artist Marti Saunders, depicts a courting couple chaper- 
oned by Grandmother at the tea table and a younger sister properly working at her embroidery. Cook, an antique 
Simon Halbig doll, prepares dinner in the late 18th century-style, built-in oven and open hearth. 

The Industrial Revolution of the nineteenth century had a profound effect on the toy industry. The 
Warren and the Captain's houses described here were available only to wealthy children. However, in Germany 
during the 1850s, the growth of proper toy factories increased, and toys became less expensive and available to a 
wide range of social classes. The Gottschalk factory, along with other German toy makers such as Christian 
Hacker, Schneegass, Marklin, and Simon Halbig all became well-known names in the manufacture of dolls’ 
houses, miniature dolls, and furnishings, both in Europe and through export to the United States. 

In contrast to the home-built, Federal-style doll's house, the second house on display is an example of a 
factory-built toy house made by the German firm of Moritz Gottschalk. Located in Marienberg from approximate- 
ly 1873 to 1942, this creative company made toys, especially miniature houses, stables, shops, and puppet theaters, 
a great number for export to the rest of Europe, the United States, and Australia. 

This doll's house is an example of the Victorian period of about 1890. It was last purchased at a Richard 
Withington auction in New Hampshire, and a small label on its bottom identifies it as being sold first by the 
F.A.O. Schwarz store in Philadelphia. It was originally covered both inside and outside with decorative litho- 
graphed papers which were no longer intact, and it has been restored by Anne Timpson using wallpapers from a 
McLoughlin paper folding doll's house of the same period. 

It is furnished with examples of German export miniatures in the Victorian style; there is a rare bird's eye 
maple set along with the more common Schneegass furniture made in Waltershausen. Marklin chandeliers from 
Wiirttemberg and Simon Halbig dolls from Grafenhain all reflect the German creativity and influence on toys of 
this period. The scene depicts a family enjoying the holidays with proper tea and, of course, new toys. The parrot 
and canary are reminiscent of the Victorian preference for pet birds. 

Throughout history, whenever miniatures modeled on real life 
were created as ''toys" for children, including dolls' houses, one of 
their important functions was in defining male and female roles, 
and preparing the owners for taking their place in adult life. Whereas 
boys might be presented with small stables or military toys (soldiers), 
girls were given replica kitchens and dolls’ houses intended to teach 
the skills necessary for household management. Side by side, these two 
very different dolls’ houses now serve a different role; they document 
for us the visual and historic content of their periods, and provide us 
with delightful glimpses of everyday life in times past.

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AN INTERVIEW 
with 
Randolph P. Barton, 


former President of Parker Brothers 


On Sunday, December 1, 1996 at 2:00 p.m., Randolph P. Barton will 
give a talk in the Bartlett Gallery entitled "Fun and Games at Parker 
Brothers." This interview serves as a precursor to that talk. 


Question: When did you start at Parker Brothers? 


Mr. Barton: In the fall of 1956. Any history of the company back to 1883, I have picked up over the years, or read 
in the two histories that have been written: 75 Years of Fun and 90 Years of Fun. I have a pretty accurate idea of 
the story of Monopoly, of course, partly because I was so involved in the tremendous trial trying to defend the 
trademark against Anti-Monopoly. It actually ended up that we got the trademark law changed in Congress, 
which saved the Monopoly trademark and a lot of other marks as well. But in my talk I am going to tell a lot of 
the fun stories that happened while I was at Parker Brothers, and a number of them involve Monopoly. 


Question: Then let's talk a little about the history of the company and games in general. Does Parker Brothers 
have a list of all the games the company has ever produced? 


Mr. Barton: No, but they have a collection of virtually all the catalogs. In those early years they had over 300 
games in the line, but by the 1960s we probably didn’t have more than 40 games because we were looking for big 
volume. The early games sold for as little as a nickel. 


Question: So many of the early games had very elaborate, fun, and interesting covers on them -- real works of art 
in and of themselves. Why did you suggest The Game of Chivalry as the cover of the catalog? 


Mr. Barton: The Game of Chivalry was the forerunner of Camelot. My grandfather always _ 
considered it his greatest achievement. He personally invented the game. It didn’t PP 
sell well. For those early years and up to World War II, games to a large extent _ 
followed the history of the country and the mores of its people. For exam- gf 
ple, the game of Rook was really developed in answer to the taboos he 

in the southern states of this country for using playing cards. My 
grandfather and grandmother (it was the only game she was ever 
involved in) came up with Rook. They essentially rewrote all the 
games for playing cards and rewrote them for Rook. A suit of playing 
cards has 13 cards per suit and Rook has 15 cards. 


Question: Was The Mansion of Happiness the first game the 
company did? 
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Mr. Barton: The first Parker Brothers game was Banking. That was a development of my grandfather's. Many 
games had money over the years: Finance, Careers, Monopoly. At the age of sixteen he and a few schoolmates would 
gather once a week in what was known as the Red Room of the Parker home in Salem. They would play games, 
and Banking became a favorite. The group suggested that he ought to market the game. They may have played The 
Mansion of Happiness. That game was the first board game published in the United States and was first brought out 
by the Ives Company of Salem. Parker Brothers eventually bought all the Ives games, trademarks and copyrights. 


Question: What are the elements of a successful game? 


Mr. Barton: 1 have been asked that so many times. I think to me the one thing that is most critical is that all of the 
players are as interested in their opponents moves as they are in their own. You are not just waiting for the dice to 
come around to you again, you are really concerned about your opponents moves, as you are in Monopoly. | think 
that is one of the great things about Monopoly - you are interested in everybody's move. 

The game of Risk is fabulous because there is a tremendous amount of dice rolling. You are always rolling 
against somebody else, then matching the dice up, moving the pieces around. You are “watching, 'Is he going to go 
for my territories? What is his strategy going to be?" You have this same interaction in chess, checkers, backgam- 
mon, in all the great staple games. 

There are a lot of great games that have come and gone, and failed for all kinds of reasons. We did a lot of 
licensing of properties. We published a lot under the Disney name. We paid Disney a royalty for the use of a name 
and we developed the game internally. I think in many cases we didn’t develop really good games, we were sell- 
ing the Disney name. 


Question: What Parker Brothers games are considered collectible today? 


Mr. Barton: Anything that the company brought out prior to 
1940 is today considered a collectible. I really don't , 
know what the values are. The most collectible and 
valuable are probably the Pastime Picture Puzzles. In their 
day they were the finest puzzles that had ever been made. 
They were hand cut. There were up to two hundred women 
in the building that were trained to do this. It was a real skill 
because there were these thin band saws and an inexperienced opera- 
tor would immediately snap them. You start to think it is easy and 
you push it in there and the blade breaks and you run your costs up 
like crazy. Those puzzles in those days were retailing at about two 
cents for each piece of the puzzle. | remember when we closed it 
down in 1968 it was running about 25 cents a piece. So if you have a 400 piece puzzle, you are talking about selling 
it at retail for $100 and the market just went south. You used to be able to walk into Parker Brothers with a photo- 
graph or picture. You were assigned to a person who would tell you how many pieces would be in the puzzle and 
ask whether you would like a message carved into it. So if you wanted, they could carve pieces that spelled out 
Happy Birthday or Merry Christmas or whatever. 


Question: What were your favorite games to play as a child? 


Mr. Barton: My favorite was Risk. I think it was the greatest game we ever published. | would also sit down today 
and play Monopoly or Sorry! 
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THE TOY, DOLL AND GAME COLLECTION 


of the Peabody Essex Museum ty Lalande Clayman 


The toy, doll and game collection of the Essex Institute was 
introduced to the public in the January, 1922 inaugural issue 
of Antiques Magazine. In her article entitled "Playthings of the 
Past," Alice Van Leer Carrick wrote, "Do you want to see old 
dolls and their belongings, old toys, old games? If you do 
- journey to Salem, and, when you get there, go to the Essex 
Institute." Her article -- a wonderful description of the collec- 
tion at that time -- concludes with the following: "I have spent 
three happy days playing with these old toys... and in doing 
so I have stretched out my hands to the Past, far beyond my 
own youth to my great-grandmother's little girlhood. Even 
more; I have learned much of the dailiness of our ancestors' 
lives." Today, as the Peabody Essex Museum approaches the 
| most ambitious exhibition program of its long and proud his- 
Feu tory, the collection of over 1,500 dolls and toys 

will receive the fresh attention it deserves. 

From the stately doll houses representing life in formal New England to the well loved Noah's Ark and 
accompanying carved animal figures, the dolls and toys of the Peabody Essex Museum are among the most 
popular of the exhibits. The public knows what doll collectors -- and children -- have always known: dolls and 
toys unlock the secrets of learning, provide the thrill of discovery and offer the joy of companionship for all of us, 
young and old. 

At the heart of the collection are the dolls. There are eighteenth century woodens, as well as twentieth 
century bisques, homemade rag dolls, wax dolls, cloth, "Queen Anne" and British monarchy dolls. There are the 
Carolina Cotton Pickers, the General Stark doll with his crudely whittled head and leather sewn body. Anstis Derby 
is a French doll brought to Salem in 1826. Her dress is so fine that it is said to have been copied for her owner to 
wear to a ball the next year.’ 

The cast iron, tin and mechanical toys of the collection often represented popular transportation modes of 
the 19th century. Imaginary river trips aboard romantic side wheelers must have come to life in the playroom 
with soldered-tin miniatures like the New York and the Baltic. Toy locomo- 
tives, trolleys, horse drawn carriages, hansom cabs and an omnibus all 
promised swift passages and daring deliveries to their pretend drivers and 
engineers. 

The board games, largely the holdings of Parker Brothers, will be of 
interest to all who have ever been stuck on Park Place, hauled off to Jail, or 
landed on Boardwalk. The first board game ever manufactured in America, 
The Mansion of Happiness produced in 1843, is on exhibit. Players are offered 
"An Instructive, Moral and Entertaining Amusement’ as they seek to land on 
spaces labelled Piety, Humility, and Generosity, avoiding those spaces 
labeled Cruelty, Audacity, and Ingratitude.’ The original Monopoly board 
game is part of this collection. That game, developed from a prototype in 1934, 
was the runaway best seller that established Parker Brothers as one of the premiere 
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board game companies of 20th century America.’ 

To more fully appreciate the Museum's doll and toy 
collection currently on exhibit in Plummer Hall, it is helpful to 
bring an expert along. I brought my youngest daughter, five-year- 
old Ellie, who is a true believer in dolls and their houses. 

Hand in hand, we ascended the grand staircase of Plummer 
Hall and headed into the main gallery. Ellie headed directly to a tall, 
darkened doll house at the far end of the room, the Bessie Lincoln 
House, built in 1876. We "oohed and ahhed" at the furniture in the 
elegant parlors, the ornate canopy bed on the second floor and the 
deep dark attic that loomed over the house. A flashlight standing 
nearby greatly helped our investigation and later, a friendly guard 
turned on the house's interior lights, illuminating the attic with its 
colorful room screen, a young child bathing in a tub, and a bedroom 
we had missed before. 

In the Warren Doll House, built in 1852, Ellie liked the upstairs china closet, the stairs that led nowhere 
and the tiny tea service in the downstairs parlor. As we continued our search for other miniatures, we came upon 
the silver miniatures on display. Silver chairs with tables, vanity sets, a puppet theater, the tiniest of candle hold- 
ers -- even a frying pan. . with the fish! 

As we left the dolls and toys, exiting through the main gallery, Ellie noticed and asked about the portraits 
of children and families hanging on the walls. Just as Alice Van Leer Carrick had said in her 1922 Antiques 
Magazine article, the Museum's collection of dolls and toys had sparked an interest not only in the exhibited items 
but in the people, especially the children who had loved and collected them.
